Va). upsetting plans of the bill's 
authors and President Roosevelt 
to have the exchanges regulated 
by the two exlsiting governmental 
agencies, 
• As it now stands, a commission 
of three members appointed by 
the President and confirmed by 
the senate, would be set up to 
exercise all the powers the bill 
originally proposed to turn over 
to the reserve board and the trade 
commission. 
Friends of the original legisla- 
tion planned to carry their fight 
to the senate floor, 
and

support, were hopeful of final vic- 
tory.

Body of Julian 


Still Held For 
Funeral Expense

The undertaker today, however, 


said that no money had been re- 
received for expenses, despite re- 
peated queries sent to Los Angeles.

aire who died in poverty, was said 
to have senlr funds from her home 
in Winnipeg, Canada, to "Insure 
burial." 


Yet the body now lies In an ob- 
scure corner of the undertaker's 
parlors, giving. the sister in Los 
Angeles time to claim the ashes 
if she still desires.

000,000 measure as it came from 
the house, already is up to a pro- 
posed $830,000,000 in the senate, 
with a strong, likelihood it will 
reach $480,000,000 before it Is pass- 
ed.An amendment by Senator Couz- 
ens (R-Mich.) that would add an 
estimated $65,000,000, and one by 
Senator LaFollette (R-Wis.) that 
would be good for perhaps $95,000,- 
000 more, were given the approval 
of Senator Harrison (D-Mlss.) who 
is in charge of the legislation. 
The bill as received from 
the 
house was boosted to $330,000,000 
in the senate finance committee 
before reaching the senate floor. 
Senator Couzens' proposal is for 
a 10. per cent super-levy, to be ef- 
fective for one year only. The 10 
per cent would be figured on the 
tax itself, a person whose 
tax 
came to $100, or example, adding 
10 per cent of that and paying 
$110. 
The LaFollette amendment would 


boost the super estate or iheri- 
tance levies beyond the finance 
.committee rates and cut down ex- 
isting exemptions. 


Both proposals are certain of 
senate approval. 


The present normal Income pro- 
visions fix a rate of 4 per cent on 
the first $4,000 of not income and 
8 'per cent on the excess.

house and senate bills make it a 
flat, 4 per cent, but with surtaxes 
on . amounts above $4,000 ranging 
up to 69 per cent.

other county bonds in default, the 
auditor pointed out, which places 
Navarro county in a fine position 
financially as compared with oth- 
er counties of Texas: 


Consolidated Read District No_ 
l was unaMe to pay 1933 maturing 
assessments for interest and prin- 
cipal for several months last year, 
but through no fault of the local 
officials or the county. It was oc- 
casioned when the state advised 
the local officials that the state 
could not pay as much of the ma- 
turing bonds'and interest as ori- 
ginally agreed due to a loss in 
anticipated revenue. It was too 
late for additional levy by the 
local commissioners court when 
the State announced it was unable 
to care for thfi amount designated. 


Consolidated Road District No. 
1 sent $78,660.37 to the state April 
1 to care for the $76,000, maturing 
bonds and $45,550 interest due on 
that date. The state paid $42,889.83 
as that part due for the portion 
of the bonds used in the construc- 
tion and 
improvement of state 


highways within the district, mak- 
ing a total of $121,550 due April 1. 
Outstanding Warrants. 
There is outstanding $12,000 road 


and brfdge warrants following the 
payment of $3,000 April 1, Tullos 
stated, but sufficient money is on 
hand to pay the entire $12,000. He 
said that when he became auditor 
of Navarro county in 1921, the 
road and bridge fund 
indebted- 


ness was $83000, and it has been 
reduced $71,000 since that time. 
Also, courthouse bonds In the sum 
of $63,000 have been retired since 
Tullos 
became 
county 
auditor. 


The courthouse bonds were Issued 
in 1911, but were optional. They 
were to 
mature 
by 
1951—forty 
year bonds—but the last 
were 
paid In 1929, effecting a large In- 
terest saving due to the fact that 
the commissioners issued optional 
bonds which could be payable any- 
time. 


Taxes Collected. 


County tax collected for 1933 was 


68.2 per cent, according to the au; 
ditor, who estimates that due to 
the split tax payments by large 
tax payers, the percent of paid 
taxes in precinct 1 will be 80 per 
cent and the county 75 percent by 
July 1. Split tax payments are not 
delinquent until July 1. Additional 
revenue is expected in the pay- 
mentof 
delinquent taxes before 


July 1 when penalties and added 
interests will be charged. 


During the past thirteen years, 


Navarro county has constructed a 
$90,000 .iail and made a $40,000 ad- 
dition to the P. and S. hospital, a 
county institution. 


There are some bills and other

arises, they will aid in the local 
adjustment 
of consumers' 
price 
complaints by obtaining pertinent 
factual 
Information." 


The division will be headed by 


Dexter M. Keezer, who also will 
continue his duties as director of 
the consumers advisory board of 
NRA. 
Mrs. Mary H. Rumsey, 


chairman of the NRA consumers 
division, will have general supervis- 
or:/ powers.

serve on a voluntary basis, ap- 
proximately seven persons to each 
one.
